Adventurer paddles the Trail of Tears

Hickman County was host 
to a rather interesting visitor 
on Wednesday afternoon. 
Dale Stewart, an adventurer 
and survival educator from 
outside Asheville, N.C., 
pulled his Canak (hybrid 


canoe and kayak) out of 
the Mississippi River and 
camped out at Columbus- 
Belmont State Park for the 
night. Thursday morning, he 
was gone, off further down 
the river to Fort Coffee, Okla., 
the former destination for 
Native Americans traveling 


along the Trail of Tears. 
During his short stay in 
Hickman County, however, 
he managed to pass on a 
powerful story. 

A few hundred yards 
from Ross’s Landing, where 
nearly 3,000 Cherokee 
Indians were loaded 


onto ships and taken west by 
steamships 177 years ago, 
Dale Stewart crawled into 
his Canak on the afternoon 
of June 18. 

Stewart is following 
the route those Cherokees 


struggled through as a part of 
the Trail of Tears water route 
on their way to Oklahoma. 

After the Indian Removal 
Act of 1830, four detachments

Grogan informs Rotary on irrigation

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Last Wednesday at Clinton 
Rotary, members were treated 
to a very informative lecture 
from Darren Grogan about 
the future of agriculture. The 
focus of Grogan’s lecture was 
a concept known as center 
pivot irrigation. 

When farmers use center 
pivot irrigation, they 
normally dig a well in the 
center of a field, then install 
a form of overhead sprinkler 
(usually several hundred 
meters long) that distributes 
the water evenly over the 
crops. The sprinkler system 
is programmed to do a full 
rotation every 24 to 36 hours, 
with the outside wheels 
setting the master pace 


and the wheels at the inner 
portions adjusting to keep up. 
These systems can be seen 
everywhere as one drives 
through Indiana, but are not 
so common around Hickman 
County. 

Frank Zybach invented 
and developed the first center 
pivot systems in the 1950s and 
60s. 25 years later, astronauts 
could clearly see from space 
the thousands of lush green 
crop circles in the mid-west 
that were produced by center 
pivot irrigation systems. 
In June 1976, Scientific 
American magazine called 
the systems perhaps the 
most significant mechanical 
innovation in agriculture 
since the replacement of draft 
animals by the tractor. 


In summers like the one we 
are currently experiencing, 
crop irrigation could mean 
the difference in an abundant 
harvest and a field of dried up 


During last week’s Fiscal 
Court meeting, as well as 
the prior one, the Hickman 
County Fiscal Court discussed 
purchasing the Extension 
building for $50,000. Judge/ 
Executive Greg Pruitt made 
the offer, and then another 
option came open. 

“We were recently informed

If the extension office can 
move into that building, the 
County Judge’s office may 
move into the current extension 
building, freeing up more space 
inside the courthouse.

“If we can make that move,” 
Pruitt said, “The County Clerk 
can move in here and have this 
suite of offices (The County 
Judge/Executive’s current 
office) to work with.” 

As it stands now, the County 
Clerk has very little room to 
work with in the courthouse. 
“We have a serious problem 
with lackof space in this 
building,” Pruitt said referring 
to the courthouse. The 
electronic voting records 
have been stored 
with the road 
department 
between 
elections, but that 
can no longer 
be done due to 
the nature of the 
records and their need for strict 
temperature regulation. 

“No firm decisions have 
been made on the issue,” Pruitt 
said. Nothing is finalized about 
the move and everything is 
still in the discussion stage, 
but hopefully a solution will 
arise that is to everyone’s 
advantage.

You know the saying “You can 
always learn something new”? I 
learned what an alidade is and 
how it works. Jerry Rushing, 
the newest volunteer for the 
Museum, donated the alidade 
from the fire tower which was 
located on the Freddie Kimbell 
farm until approximately 1985. 
Alidade tables have long been 
used in fire towers for sighting the 
bearing to a fire. A topographic 
map of the local area, with a 
suitable scale, is centered and 
permanently mounted on a level 
circular table surrounded by 
an arc calibrated to true north 
of the map and graduated in 
degrees of arc. Two vertical 
sight apertures are arranged 
opposite each other and can 
be rotated along the graduated 
arc of the table. To determine 
a bearing to a suspected fire, 
the user looks through the two 
sights and adjusts them until 
they are aligned with the source 
of the smoke. Alidades have 
been made of wood, ivory, 
brass and other materials. This 
one is made of wood, remains 
in excellent condition and is a 
very interesting instrument to 
learn about. The tower had not 
been used for years when the 
Kimbell’s asked Rushing to take 


it down. Jerry Rushing retired 
from the Clinton Post Office in 
2009. He is pictured in front of 
a rural carrier case donated to 
the Museum.

of Cherokees left from near 
Ross’s Landing, named 
for Chief John Ross, who 
established a trading post on 
the Chattanooga bank in the 
early 19th 
century. 

Ross and his 
family were 
a part of the 
final group 
to leave in 
Juneof1838, 
and his wife 
died just 
outside of 
Little Rock, 

Ark., on the 
journey. 

The route 
taken by 
Ross and 
others, which 
Stewart is 
following, 
winds south 
to Muscle 
Shoals, Ala. 
along the 

Tennessee River, then north 
on the Ohio River and back 
down the Mississippi. He’ll 
eventually head west on the 
Arkansas River, with his 
final destination set for Fort 
Coffee, Okla. 

Stewart is being aided by 
thousands of dollars of gear, 
generous hosts along the way 
and plenty of places to refuel 
with water and food, but the 
goal is as much awareness as 


adventure. 

“Not very many people 
know about the Trail of Tears 
water route,” Stewart said, 
“but it’s abig part of American 
history and 
we can’t 
forget.” 

He’ll raise 
money for 
a children’s 
home in 
the Qualla 
Boundary in 
Cherokee, 
N.C. and has 
scheduled 
stops in 
multiple 
cities along

and planted in Oklahoma.” 
But they immediately started 
building schools and started 
rebuilding their lives. I think 
I’ve always had a link with 
them through their survival 
mindset.” 

“I’ve done expeditions 


where he’ll give talks about 
what he’s doing and why he’s 
doing it. During his travels, 
Stewart has spent time living 
with indigenous people on 
six different continents. He’s 
recently returned from a trip 
to Belize, where he was 
attempting to uncover truths 
about Dec. 21, 2012 end-of- 
the-world predictions. 

“The Mayans think it’s 
a great way to get tourists 
down there,” he said with a 
dismissive laugh. 

It’s the knowledge and 
the survival aspects of these 
different cultures that draw 
him into more exploring. 

During this trip, which 
has a roughly estimated 


end date of Aug. 20, he’ll 
camp along riverbanks, 
sometimes on private 
owners’ land, sometimes in 
rural areas or near marinas 
and small towns. He’s also 
loaded with solar-powered 
chargers, cameras and GPS 
“spot” technology that “ 
will allow him to blog 
and update followers 
of his website (www. 
expeditionunbound. 
com) on his up-to-date 
location. 

When asked about how he 
got into the many expeditions 
he has done, Stewart said, 
“When I got out of college, I 
didn’t really want to work for 
anyone. I worked for Uncle 


Sam for a few years but 
didn’t really like it.” Stewart 
studied Anthropology and 
Archaeology at LSU, where 
he also played football for 
four years. 

“I have always been 
fascinated by the fact that most

for myself and 
to tell the story,” 
Stewart said. “A 
lot of people know 
the Trail of Tears, 
nobody knew about the water 
route.” 

While in Columbus, 
Stewart spoke to Norma 
Pruitt, Director of the 
Kentucky Great River Road 
Region Organization, and 
Cindy Lynch, Park Manager 
of Columbus-Belmont State 
Park, about the historical 
significance of the Trail of 
Tears Water Route. 

“Hickman County is one 
of the very few places in the 
country where the water route 
and the land route cross,” 
Stewart told them, “and that 
carries a lot of significance.” 

Columbus-Belmont is 
already well known as a site 
on the land route to the Trail 
of Tears, but not the water 
route. Stewart told Pruitt 
and Lynch about ways to 
get the word out about the 
significance of the location.

corn or wheat. 

“By 2040, we will have 
to double our current crop 
production to keep up with 
the needs of a growing global 
population,” Grogan told 
Rotary members. According to 
Grogan, center pivot irrigation 
is one of the key technologies 
that will make that possible. 
The initial cost of the system is 
higher here than in other parts 
of the country. He said that in 
Indiana, where the water isn’t 
too far down, you can dig a well 
for around $10,000. Around 
here, the well will probably 


cost from $50,000 to $60,000. 
Center pivot systems also 
require a large field to begin 
with. The standard system is 
about 400 meters so the field 
must have a diameter of half a 
mile in most cases. 

The initial cost of installing 
the system is high, costing 
farmers about $1,000 per acre 
to irrigate, but the benefits 
seem to be worth it in the 
long run. Grogan told Rotary 
members that farmers could 
expect a 20 percent return on 
their initial investment. Center 
pivot systems use less water 


than other forms of irrigation 
because there is less waste due 
to run-off. This fact also shows 
that there are less erosion 
problems associated with 
center pivot irrigation when 
compared to other techniques. 

Grogan pointed out to Rotary 
members that the one thing we 
have always had plenty of in 
this country is food. Americans 
spend about 7 percent of their 
income on food. In Uganda, 
food costs the people about 49 
percent of their income.

Kid’s camo. That’s how 
this whole thing got started. 
I’m flashing back to a five 
year old standing in a pair 
of coveralls that are way 
too big for my arms and 
legs. The folks and I are at 
Hill’s Hardware in Union 
City, Tennessee (all part of 
preparation for deer season 
‘85). “He’ll grow into 
them.” Mom explains to 
the clerk. At least for this 
season, I would resemble 
a bell bottomed version of 
Rambo. 

My dad took up deer 
hunting in the early 80’s 
when deer weren’t quite as 
plentiful around western 
Kentucky as they are now. 
There was a time when a 
whitetail sighting required 
a stop on the side of the 
road with binoculars in 
hand, whether the deer 
were worth looking at or 
not. I can remember being 
in the back seat of the car 
as it pulled over quickly, 
the whole family looking 
for a brown dot along the 
tree line. Sometimes I saw 
it. Most of the time I just 
said I did. 

And then there was deer 
season itself. Complete 
with five o’clock wake up 
calls and one of the few 
times a year I was allowed 
a Mountain Dew in a camo 
koosie, no less. Dad and 
I would deck ourselves 
out in that hideous pre- 
Realtree apparel that still 
resembled the military 
fatigues and head for the 
woods. 

We were in the bottoms. 
In the pointed edge of the 
bluegrass rests rich river 
silt that has been deposited 
over centuries, some of the 
best farmland in the nation. 
North of Hickman is the 
“Upper Bottoms” while 
south near Sassafras Ridge 
brings one to the “Lower 
Bottoms.” For the life of 
me, I could for years never 
figure out which one was 


which. And heaven help 
if someone just said they 
were “in the bottoms.” We 
were, in fact, in the lower 
(I think). 

Here we were, up a 
rickety wooden stand 20 or 
so feet up a tree, with Dad 
sitting on a rusty metal 
folding chair somebody 
had no doubt swindled 
from a church fellowship 
hall. I remember the creak 
of the stand every time the 
November wind would 
blow, trying to welcome 
the day. I remember the 
daddy-longlegs hobbling 
across my boots that 
were dangling from the 
floor. I was in between 
Dad’s knees, not old 
enough yet to carry my 
own gun into the woods. 
He was prepared with a 
Remington .243. The only 
other thing I remember 
was the inside of my 
eyelids. Glad one of us was 
on watch. Hunters spend 
time and money to pick 
out the most comfortable, 
warm hunting clothes and 
then wonder why they 
have such trouble staying 
awake in the deer stand at 
5 in the morning! 

I was awakened by 
gunfire sometime later. 
An eight point buck had 
met his fate in the midst 
of the rut. All I saw was 
the woods. Down out of 
the stand and after a short 
track of the animal, we 
find it and harvested it for 
the good of many meals 
that winter. 

Occasionally, I’ll return 
to those same bottoms 
three decades later and 
think of the smells and 
sights and sounds of those 
early days in the woods. 
And I’ll be thankful that 
such an appreciation of 
the outdoors was instilled 
at a young age, and in full 
kids’ camo.

I asked the girls what they would like to share with 
readers. Lula answered that anyone would love to live at 
Henley Apartments. “It’s so peaceful, no noise, and our 
manager Jeanette LaRose deserves credit for the lovely 
atmosphere.” The others agreed. 


Louise added, “Life’s been good since I moved here.

It is the “teamwork,” if you 
will, of nature, psychics, and 
gravity that make conditions 
PERFECT (there is no wiggle 
room here) for conditions 
to exist making life on earth 
possible. 

A good team works with 
the precision of a clock 
mechanism, but a great team 
breathes the heart and beat of 
its drum into every element. 
That’s when something we call 
synergy occurs and the results 
achieved are greater than the 
sum of their total parts. For 
instance, a great team of four 
can produce the results of ten 
or more. 

Untold time is spent and 
billions of dollars made and 
lost over the action and inaction 
of teamwork. 

Wonder what would happen 
if we built our family way 
of life (our culture) on the 
principles of teamwork? What 
makes a team, anyway? 

Years ago, I went to North 
Carolina to take a 2-week 
course in group and team 
building exercises to become 
certified as an instructor. It 
gave me a valuable tool I have 
used the rest of my life. Most 
importantly, it gave me a model 
for what a healthy working 
team really looks like and what 
makes it work. The operative 
word here is healthy. 

Today, we call it the Ropes 
Course. Most of the largest 
corporations send their 
executives to workshops to 
learn what should come as 


a natural factor of maturity. 
You know, being a grown-up. 
Because of our culture and the 
fast pace of life, the shifting 
values and morals of today 
have confused and sometimes 
corrupted processes that were 
a right-of-passage when my 
grandparents’ and parents’ 
generation were growing up. 

They had responsibilities 
that determined family 
survival. Crops had to be 
cultivated and harvested or 
there was no food on the table 
money for clothes and

necessities. It took everyone 
in the family to assume their 
place of responsibility in the 
success and the hardships 
of the family. Needs of each 
member were gained by the 
families’ efforts. Wants were 
luxuries that were individually 
earned and celebrated. If my 
grandfather were here today, 
he would say that when he was 
a child, a new pair of shoes 
was to him what a cell phone 
or laptop is to our kids. 

Our parents and, in turn, 
we want our children to 
experience all the best of 
life in its fullness. However, 
after a few generations, we 
don’t know how we arrived 
at our prosperous destination. 
We have lost some vital 
information of heritage and 
it is showing up in the mass 
confusion of our day. 

It is my fervent belief that 
every family, whether there 
are two members or ten should 
consciously learn to be a team. 
We need to remember who we

Jeff Ross, assistant 
director of fisheries for 
the Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources, noted that 
some areas of the state 
are short of rainfall by 12 
inches or more this year. 


“Streams are very low 
right now,” he said. 
“Record heat combined 
with low water results 
in little to no dissolved 
oxygen in the water, 
making streams 

susceptible to isolated 
fish kills.” 

Western Kentucky is 
bearing the brunt of 
the heat and drought. 
A significant fish kill 
recently occurred on 


the Pond River north of 
Madisonville after a brief 
rain shower pushed a slug 
ofheatedwatercontaining 
little or no dissolved 
oxygen downstream. 
The fish kill mainly 
affected catfish, but carp 
and buffalo fish were 
also victims. Biologists 
with Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife recorded 
water temperatures of 95 
degrees in the river. 


Other isolated fish 
kills have recently been 
reported where Clear 
Fork Creek meets the 
Gasper River in Warren 
County; at Russell 
Creek in Adair County; 
at Beargrass Creek in 
Jefferson County; and a 
tributary to Stoner Creek 
in Bourbon County. Low 
water flows can cause 
streams to stagnate. As 


a result, fish may die in 
intermittent pools due to 
a lack of oxygen. 

Fish kills should be 
reported to the fisheries 
district biologist serving 
the affected area. The 
public can find the phone 
numbers of district 
fisheries biologists on 
page 31 of the current 
Kentucky Fish and 
Boating Guide, on the 
Kentucky Fish and 


Wildlife homepage at 
fw.ky.gov, or by calling 
the department toll free 
at 1-800-858-1549. 

“Once normal flows 
return, stream sections 
will repopulate with fish 
through the migration 
from other areas,” Ross 
said.
